On the other hand, many consider 
the law is imperialistic. They contend 
it flagrantly violates every articlo of 
the bill of rights and tears into the 
very h eart of th e federal constitution 
Law Effective. 
From the standpoint of the neutral 
observer, the law is producing results 
in a m an n er indicating th at the state 
soon m ay experience an era of real 
prohibition in which few citizens will 
d are run the risk of arrest. 
The inescapable facts in this case,

Lower Postal Revenues 


The postoffice department finds its receipts diminishing 
when they were expected to increase. The receipts in 50 selected 
postoffice?, which turn in more than half of the country's total 
postal receipts, are said to have fallen off more t'han $20,000 a day 
in the last few weeks. 
The rates on various classes of mail matter were raised on 
April 15 to take care of the wage increase given postal employes. 
There is no convincing evidence of a drop in general business 
activity accounting for this loss. 
Business is well sustained. 
It 
looks, from the evidence so far, as if the drop in receipts is due 
lather to the higher postage rate. 
This need not cause surprise. 
It is the same natural law that 
appears in the income tax discussions, 
in taxation, as in land < ul- 
livation, there is what economists call “ a point o! diminishing re­ 
turns,” beyond whirly higher rates are useless. 


The Eternal Now 


Warren S. Stone, so long president of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, who has just died, had an unusual motto 
to live by. It was “The Eternal Now’’ preached so eloquently half 
a century ago by Thomas Carlyle. 
ll is a striking phrase, and a true one. 
It drives home the 
everlasting fact that in spite of memories of tin* past and dreams 
of Hie future, all that we have to live in is the present. 
Life is 
slipping, moment by moment, from the future eternity into Hu- 
past eternity, and only the moment between is ours to think and 
act. 
It is this ever-changing moment that shapes the s in g le life 
and affects human destiny. 
Th.- dreamer who uses up his present in dwelling on the past 
or future does nothing, gets nowhere, creates neither work noi 
character. 
That is the teaching of the old Scottish philosopher, 
on which Mr. Stone shaped his life. 
“Work while it is called today, for the morrow cometh 
wherein no man can work." That is a more famous expression of 
the same philosophy. 
Yet there is a limit to all things. The good, driven to excess, 
may become bad. 
Warren S. Stony was accustom ed to labor is 
hours a day. He accomplished a great work, and he lived to a fair 
length of years, as human lives go; yet with his vigor he might 
have gonT farther and done more if he had not ridden his ideal so 
hard. Physicians say he “died of overwork.” 
That is never justifiable save in a great cause; and even a 
great cause may be bettter served by occasional leisure than by 
(verlasting exertion and strain. The man who takes time to relax 
along with his work, and think forward and tack, is apt to see 
more clearly and waste less el tort.

Two of the diplomas handed to the graduating class at the 
demonstration high school of the Louisiana State university at 
Baton Rouge went to blind boys. These boys had taken the Ins 
two years of their high school work at a school for Un- blind, 
lien 
they entered the public high school and completed the regular 
Burses of the two final years with other normal students. 
Handicap seem s hardly a word to apply to tin lr blindness. I he 
two boys held their own very well in school. S•.•me one read their 
lessons to them daily. They did their written work on typewriters. 
Mathematics proved a puzzling problem at first. 
I heil one et the 
two blind students devised a plan of fastening a half-inch rubber 
band to a clip board and drawing their geometric figures witll that 
aid. 
They used their finger-tips to feel the lines and they did 
their algebraic figuring mentally. 
It was a fine and plucky thing for those boys to go to a reg- 
lar high school and work right along with normal pupils. 
Such 
examples of courage and ability on the part of blind persons are 
increasing year by year. 
They are demonstrating to the rest of 
the world that physical handicaps are small matters so long as 
there is no spiritual handicap of self-doubt or tear.

Scattered Libraries 


The library board in a city which is not large, but consider­ 
ably spread out, proposes to build five libraries. 
Here is an idea 
juite different from the old plan of a single library in the business 
’enter of a city. 
The library business has gone far since the cark days of Car- 
legie libraries. 
Large cities nowadays usually maintain a big 
entral library with branches in the outer sections to serve their 
iwn neighborhoods. 
But it is a notable evidence of the new 
nethod when a city with a liberal siyp of money at its disposal un- 
lertakes to build several moderate-sized libraries at once, instead 
if a single monumental structure to serve later as the mother of a 
mood of smaller ones. 
The decentralization of libraries is a fine indication of the 
vide diffusion of books and the democratization of the library 
system. Libraries are far more widely used, and far more useful, 
han they were decade or two ago. because books are being taken 
o the people instead of waiting for the people to come to the books.

Lower Postal Revenues 


The postoffice department finds its receipts diminishing 
when they were expected to increase. 
The receipts in 50 selected 
postoffices, which turn in more than half of the country’s total 
postal receipts, are said to have fallen riff more than $20,000 a day 
in the last few weeks. 
The rates on various classes of mail m atter were raised on 
April lo to take care of the wage increase given postal employes. 
There is no convincing evidence of a drop in general business 
activity accounting for this loss. 
Business is well sustained. 
It 
looks, from the evidence so far, as if the drop in receipts is due 
lath er to the higher postage rate. 
This need not cause surprise. 
It is the same natural law that 
appears in the income tax discussions. 
Jn taxation, as in land cal­ 
li vation, there is what economists call “ a point of diminishing re- 
lurns,” beyond whicl^ higher rates are useless. 


I he Eternal Now 


W aiien S. Stone, so long president of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, who has just died, had an unusual motto 
to live by. 
It was “The Eternal Now” preached so eloquently half 
a century ago by Thomas Carlyle. 
It is a striking phrase, and a true one. 
It drives beme the 
everlasting fact that in spite of memories of the past and dreams 
of the future, all th a t we have to live in is the present. 
Life is 
slipping, moment by moment, from the future eternity into the 
past eternity, and only tho moment between is oms to think and 
act. 
It is this ever-changing moment that shapes tho single life 
and affects human destiny. 
Tho dreamer who uses up his present in dwelling on the past 
or future does nothing, gets nowhere, creates neither work nor 
character. 
That is the teaching of tho old Scottish philosopher, 
on which Mr. Stone shaped his life. 
“Work while it is called today, for the morrow cometh 
wherein no man can work.” That is a more famous expression of 
the same philosophy. 
Yet there is a limit to all things. The good, driven to excess, 
may become bad. 
Warren S. Stony was accustomed to labor 18 
hours a day. 
He accomplished a groat work, and he lived to a fair 
length of years, as human lives go; yet with his vigor he might 
have gonT farther and done more if he had not ridden his ideal so 
hard. Physicians say he “died of overwork.” 
That is never justifiable save in a great cause; and even a 
gloat cause may be bettter served by occasional leisure than by 
Everlasting exertion and strain, 
'rho man who takes time to relax 
along with his work, and think forward and I ack, is apt to see 
more clearly and waste less effort. 


T w o Normal Blind Boys 


Two of the diplomas handed to the graduating class at the 
demonstration high school of the Louisiana State university at 
Baton Rouge went to blind boys. 
These boys had taken the first 
two years of their high school work at a school for the blind. Then 
they entered the public high school and completed the regular 
.•curses of the two final years with other normal students. 
Handicap seems hardly a word to apply to tin ic blindness. Tho 
two boys hold their own very well in school. 
Si-me one read their 
lessons to them daily. They did their written work on typewriters. 
Mathematics proved a puzzling problem at first. 
Then one of the 
two blind students devised a plan of fastening a half-inch rubber 
band to a cli]) board and drawing their geometric figures with that 
aid. 
They used their finger-tips to feel the lines and they did 
their algebraic figuring mentally. 
It was a fine and plucky thing for those boys to go to a reg- 
lar high school and work right along with normal pupils. 
Such 
examples of courage and ability on tho part of blind persons are 
increasing year by year. 
They are demonstrating to the rest id* 
the world that physical handicaps are small m atters ho long as 
there is no spiritual handicap of self-doubt or fear.

Scattered Libraries 


The library board in a city which is not large, but consider­ 
ably spread out, proposes to build five libraries. 
Here is an idea 
quite different from the old plan of a single library in the business 
center of a city. 
The library business has gone far since the early days of Car­ 
negie libraries. 
Large cities nowadays usually maintain a big 
central library with branches in the outer sections to serve their 
own neighborhoods. 
But it is a notable evidence of the new 
method when a city with a liberal si^i of money at its disposal un­ 
dertakes to build several moderate-sized libraries at once, instead 
of a single monumental structure to serve later as the mother of a 
brood of smaller ones. 
The decentralization of libraries is a fine indication of the 
wide diffusion of books and the democratization of the library 
system. 
Libraries are far more widely used, and far more useful, 
than they were decade or two ago. because books are being taken 
to the people instead of waiting for the people' to come to th e books.

Its provisions are drastic—even rev­ 
olutionary. 
The drys champion the 
law as ideal for the purpose for which 
it was t reated and its proponents un­ 
hesitatingly declare that it will strip 
tho liquor question of Its hvpocricy 
and place prohibition on its merits as 
a reality. 
On the other hand, many consider 
the law is imprrialistic. They contend 
it flagrantly violates every article of 
the bill of rights and tears into the 
very heart of the federal constitution. 
Law Effective. 
From the standpoint of the neutral 
observer, the law is producing results 
in a manner indicating that the state 
soon may experience an era of real 
prohibition In which few citizens will 
dare run the risk of arrest. 
The inescapable facts in this case,,

ords here, ara these: 
Indiana's new liquor law has been 
in effect slightly more than one month. 
F’or the first 
five months of 
this 
year, during which time the old law 
was in 
force, a total of 
370 arrests

Two of the diplomas handed to the graduating class sit tho 
demonstration high school of the Louisiana S tate university at 
Baton Rouge w ent to blind boys. 
These boys had taken the firs 
two years of th eir high school work a t a school for the blind, 
hen 
they entered the public high school and completed the reginal 
•curses of the tw o final years w ith other normal students. 
Handicap seem s hardly a word to apply to the lr blindness. I he 
two boys held th eir own very well in school. 
Some one read their 
lessons to them daily. They did their w ritten work on typew riters. 
M athem atics proved a puzzling problem at first. 
I hen one of the 
two blind students devised a plan of fastening a half-inch rubber 
band to a clip board and drawing their geom etric figures with that 
aid. 
They used their finger-tips to feel the lines and they did 


their algebraic figuring m entally. 
It was a fine and plucky thing for those boys to go to a reg 
Jar high school and work right along with normal pupils. 
Such 
exam ples of courage and ability on the p art of blind persons are 
increasing year by year. 
They are dem onstrating to the rest of 
the world th at physical handicaps are small m atters so long 
th ere is no spiritual handicap of self-doubt or lear.

Scattered Libraries 


The library board in a city which is not large, but consider­ 
ably spread cub proposes to build five libraries. 
Here is an idea 
quite different from the old plan of a single library in the business 


center of a city. 
The library business lins gone far since the cark days of C ar­ 
negie libraries. 
Large cities nowadays usually m aintain a big 
central library with branches in the outer sections to serve their 
own neighborhoods. 
B ut it is a notable evidence of the new 
method when a city with a liberal siyp of money at its disposal un­ 
dertakes to build several moderate-sized libraries at once, instead 
of a single m onum ental stru ctu re to serve later as the m other of a 


brood of sm aller ones. 
The decentralization of libraries is a fine indication of the 
wide diffusion of books and the dem ocratization of the library 
system . 
Libraries are far m ore widely used, and far more useful, 
than they were decade or two ago. because books are being taken 
to the people instead of waiting for the people to come to the books.
